attend a conference of governors called 
by President Roosevelt to discuss means 
for protecting the natural resources of 
the States. With him on the train 
were men who accompanied him for the 
sole purpose of establishing the fact 
that he had left the State of Arkansas. 
Usurper Ready for Proclamation. 

These men were acting in the interest 
of Hamiter and they told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that, when their tele- 
gram of three words should reach Little 
Rock, Hamiter would- at-once complete 
his plans to take charge of the execu- 
tive affairs of the State and issue a 
proclamation declaring himself acting 
Governor of Arkansas. 

Gov. Pindall smiled when he was told 
of the plot at Union Station’ at noon by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“T can't discuss that seriously,”” he 
said. ‘I am going to Washington, and 
shall not turn back on that account. In 
due time I will return and take charge 
of the Governor's ofnce.’’ 

Gov. Pindall treated the matter light- 
ly. He and his wife and party left at 
noon over’ the Big’ Four Ratiroad: Gov. 
Pindall is smooth-shaved, young in ap- 
pearance, and wore a gray suit, blue 
scarf, and diamonds. He looked like a 
prosperous banker. 

According to his supporters, Hamiter 
will refuse to surrender the office when 
Pindall returns to Little Rock, and wil! 
force Pindall to bring legal proceedings 
to oust him. 

Hamiter, who is Speaker of the Ar- 
kansas House of Representatives. is sup- 
ported by prominent lawyers in. his 
claim that Pindall never had any right 
to the governorship and that, under the 
State Constitution, Hamiter, and not 
Pindall, should occupy the office. 

Hamiter’s friends who came to St. 
Louis with Pindall say that he will make 
many removals and appointments and 
possibly call an extra session of the Leg- 
islature during Pindall’s absence. 

John 8S. Little, who succeeded Jeff 
Davis as Governor, was inaugurated 
Jan. 18, 1907. Five days later he col- 
lapsed and since then he has been in- 
capacitated at his home at Greenwood. 

John Ike Moore Next in Office. 

John Ike Moore, president of the Sen- 
ate, was installed as acting Governor, 
Feb. 21, 1907. 

At the adjournment of the Legislature 
Moore’s term as president of the Senate 
expired. 

At the end. of each session the Sen- 
ate elects a president pro tem, to serve 
until the opening of the next, session. 
Pindall was chosen president pro 
tem, May 14, and he at once claimed 
the office of Governor, contending that 
Moore could not hold the office after 
his term as President of the Senate 
had expired. 

Against the advice of many lawyers, 
Moore surrendered the acting governor- 
ship to Pindall without making a lega! 
fight. 

Hamiter at that time was Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, a posi- 
tion which. holds over until @ successor 
is appointed at the following session. 

Provided in Constitution, 

Under the Arkansas constitution, the 
President of the Senate succeeds to the 
governorship if the Governor becomes 
incapacitated, leaves the State or fails 
to perform his duties. 

If the president of the Senate cannot 
or does not serve, then the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives becomes 
Governor. 

Hamiter obtained the opinion of law- 
yers that Moore should have continued 
to serve until the end of the Gov- 
ernor’s term, and that if he failed to 
do so Hamiter, and not Pindall, should 
have succeeded him. 

His plot to seize the office has been 
under way for several months. 

Three weeks ago, when Pindall 
planned te go to Memphis to see a 
baseball game, he was warned that if 
he left the State he would find another 
Governor in the chair when he re- 
turned. 

Hamiter contends that the absence of 
an acting Governor from the State is

Denouncing Mark Gumbert's ¢ Louis- 
lana Club as a “notorious nuisance,” 
Assistant State’s Attorney  Kennish 
summed up Saturday afternoon the 
case by which he seeks to have the 
temporary injunction against the place 
rendered permanent. Saturday was the 
third day of the hearing before Judge 
Mecliiheny of the Clayton Circuit: Court. 

“The fact, which the defense has in- 
troduced no evidence to: disprove, that 
gambling was permitted at’ the club 
rendered it a nuisance,"’ said ~“Kennish. 
“although it may have been ereceee: 
in an orderly manner.”’ 

Attorney Thomas J. Rowe, for the 
defense, announced that he would file 
a written argument in a few days. The 
Court then took the ¢ase under advise- 
ment. 

William H. Pelham, private detective, 
regarded as a star witness for the State; 
testified: 

“IT frequently visited the: elub,”’ he 
said, “and I saw gambling there. From 
three to eight men were shooting ‘craps’ 
day and night in a room on the second 
floor. * 

“Once when I was there with a wom- 
an a waiter told me I would have no dif- 
ficulty in getting a private room: up- 
stairs.”’ 

On cross-examination Attorney Thom- 
as J Rowe, representing the defense, 
asked Pelham: 

“Are youqyan ex-convict?"’ 

Pelham arose from his chair and shook 
his finger at Rowe. 

“If I got in trouble when I was a boy 
that is no sign I am not a man now,” 
he said, angrily. “'] pleaded Bullty. to 
taking a watch and was sentericed to 
the Workhouse, but was paroled after I 
had. been there three or four days. 1 
didn’t take the watch. One of two wom- 
en who were with me took it, but my 
mother advised me to plead guilty. I 
was only 16 then.’’ 

On redirect examination Assistant At- 
torney-General Kennish asked Pelham 1° 
he ever had heid a positiog of trust. 

“Yes,” he said, “I was employed to 
hire men for the Louisville City Rafl- 
way and they entrusted to me $3800 with 
which to pay off the men. I have-worked 
for the St. Louls Dressed Beef and Pro- 
vigion Co., the Northern Pacific’ Railway 
and other big corporations. 

Gumberts Smiles at Testimony. 
Pelham said he could not rémembet 
the dates when he saw gambling at the 
Loutsiana Club. His testimony was a 
disappointment to many opponents of 
the club, who thought he would tell a 
long and detailed story of law violations 
there. 

Gumberts smiled jubflantly when Pel- 
ham had flinshed testifying.

Washam says: one of them answered, 
and: both. kept on running. They went 
east to Jefferson avenue. 

Shean Gives Chase. 

Washam turned tn an alarm. \Assis- 
tant Chief Shea was driving at full 
speed north on Jefferson avenue in re- 
sponse to it when he saw two men run- 
hing. Several false alarms have been 
turned in recently. from the box at 
Ohio and St. Vinecnt avenues, nearby, 
and the firemen thought perhaps the 
fugitives were the culprits. 

When the men saw the wagon being 
driven furiously after them, they separ- 
ated, McCaffery running west and 
Roos east. Shea jumped from his bug- 
gy and pursued McCaffery, directing 
William Stiball, his driver, to catch the 
other man.

Ravenous Brutes Fight and Two of Them Are 
Killed and Eaten— Wonian Does 
Not Fear Them. 





For a week the_ neighborhood of 6413 
Bradley avenue has been the center ‘of 


a nandemonium of canine howls, barks, 


yawps and shrieks from a dozen or 


more imprisoned famished dogs. 


The neighbors wondered why they 
were there. They could not see into the 
house becase the windows had been 
screened by pieces of old matting, but 
whenever anyone went near the house 
the clamor of the dogs’ increased 
until the people thought they must be 
mad. 

Once or twice a strange looking old 
woman was seen going into the house 
with a basket on her arm, and for a 
few minutes there would be silence save 
for her voice talking to the dogs in a 
soothing, loving tone. When she went 
away the clamor of the dogs would 
be renewed in increased volume. 

The woman was Mrs. Mary J. Beote 
of 907 North Fifteenth street. She was 
arrested when it was found she put the 
dogs there, charged with keeping an un- 
sanitary house and with cruelty to ani- 
mals. When it was found that love was 
what really prompted her to care for the 
dogs, the latter charge was dismissed. 
In the Wyoming Street Police Court 
Saturday she was fined $10 on the for- 
mer, but it was stayed on her promise 
to remedy the conditions. 

In the front room of the house  per- 
sons could see through one of the win- 
dows an old dog, apparently blind, and 
a younger dog that treated the old one 
with marked affection. It was in the 
back room that most of the dogs were 
kept. Thursday afternoon some of the 
boys in the neighborhood got into the 
house and opened the door between 
the two rooms, and when they saw 
what they had done leaped out of the 
window and fled from the place. 

Old Dog Makes Grand Fight. 

As soon as they threw the door open 
dogs began to pour into the room. There 
seemed to be scores of them—gaunt, 
hideous creatures most of them. 

For a few moments no one could 
count the dogs. They were a_ whirl- 
wind of yelling, fighting, maddened 
creatures, tearing one another in their 
hunger rage. 

The old blind dog fought like a lion 
and soon drove the others out of the 
room, where they fought among them- 
selves, their hunger heightened by the 
taste of one another's blood. 

The fighting only ceased when they 
were exhausted, and two dogs were 
dead. These were torn to pieces and 
eaten. 

Thursday night Joseph Rousseau, 
who lives next door to the house of 
dogs complained to the police of the 
Mounted District that the house was 
full of mad dogs, and so it seemed to 
him and his family. Early Friday 
morning two policemen went to the 
house and listened for a while to the 
mad howling of the dogs, but did not 
goin. Officer Schwind climbed up and 
looked in at the window, but he did 
not stay long for a dozen of the hun- 
ger-frenzied animals leaped toward 
him. 

Police Dare Not Enter. 

The police got the back door of the 
house open, but were driven out by 
the horrible odor. 

About 10 o'clock a little old woman 
climbed the hill from the end of the 


Tower Grove line accompanied by a 
negro who carried a basket. She was 


warned away from the door by the po- 
liceman, who told her it was dangerous 
to go near the place, but she laughed at 


}them and opened the door and went 


among the dogs, carrying a basketful 
of broken scraps of bread and meat. 
In an instant the dogs were upon 
her, leaping at the basket, uttering 
Savage yelps of hunger. She tried to 
feed them from the basket, speaking 
to them, chidingly as if they were 
hungry children. 





“Hush, manyma’s children! Hush, 


. Mamma’s bay s*”’ she called to them, 








but the dogs would neither be de- 
nied nor be quiet. They tore the bas- 
ket from her, fighting, biting, howling 
and tumbling about in an irfextricable 
mass. Meanwhile the old woman was 
dodging about among them, pleading 
scolding and chiding them,’ but never 
striking them, while the policemen 
looked in at the windows exclaiming 
at ar temerity. 

Say, I wouldn’t get into that mixup 
for a sergeant’s chevrons,” said one 
of them. 

Fortune Teller Loves Her Pets. 

“You couldn't handle them the way 
She does if you had a ball bat,” said 
the cther. 

In the meantime the dogs had torn 
the basket to pieces and began to 
separate. Not a scrap of the food was 
in sight. 

In the hetse were all sorts of dogs ex- 
cept nice dogs. They were emaciated 
and some of them were hideously crip- 
pled: and defsrmed, and the most of 
them were diseased. It would seenr 
that for the sake of humanity they 
would all be better off for a season in 
the charcoal chamber at the dog pound. 

When Mrs. Boote emerged from the 
cog chamber of horrors she told: the 
policeman about herself. 

“I am Mrs. Mary J. Boote of 907 
North Fifteenth street,”’ she said. “ 
am a fortune teller, and am also known 
as ‘Lady Boote’ and as ‘Mrs. B.’ to my 
patrons, who are well-known business 
men from the Merchants’ Exchange and 
society women from the West End, as 
well as the rank and file of the people. 

Rented House for Dogs. 

“IT am a lover of dogs and cats, and 
until I rented this house for my dogs I 
kept them at 1401 North Sixteenth, 
where I paid for their care. I rented 
this house so I could bring them into 
the country for the summer. 

“I take every poor, starved, abused and 
crippled outcast of a dog and care for 
him, and I love every one of them. 

Ww hen dogs get hurt and _ people 
don't want the bother of caring for 
them and haven't the heart to kill them, 
they bring them to me, knowing that 
I will be glad te have them. Every 
cent I have earned I spend on their 
support. 

“Once a lady who lives in the Berlin 
Hotel brought me her dog that had 
been run over by a street car and left 
me a littie money to take care of him, 
and a lady in San Francisco, whose dog 
I have, sends me some money once in 
awhile. While I am not associated 
with the Humane Society, the members 
of it are in sympathy with my work 

of caring for homeless and injured 
dogs. I am also caring for a number 
of cats that have come to me for aid 
and a refuge from the cruelty of men.” 

Mrs. Boote, in spite of _her protests 
that she loved her dogs’ better than 
herself, was arrested and locked up in 
the Mounted District /Police Station, 
charged with cruelty te animals.

Both times, I 
heard Lamphere snoring in his room. 

Couldn’t Have Gone Out. 

“T don’t know what time it was that 
I was awake, but he could not have 
gone out and set the house on fire and 
come back without my knowing it.”’ 

A woman who lives within half a 
mile of the Gunness farm thinks that 
a man who had a wagon and teams to 
sell was killed by Mrs. Gunness. She 
said today: ‘“‘A man came to my house 
several months age and wanted to sell 
me a team and a wagon. I had no use 
for it. He then went to Mrs. Gunness. 
I did not see him leave the house. The 





womanly woman. The fact that one of 
the arms was separated from the body 
leads me to think that it was a ca- 
daver. 

“The arm was not consumed. It was 
found beside the body. It is well 
formed. The fingers show evidences of 
careful manicuring, something entirely 
foreign to Mrs, Gunness. 

“On the basis of statistics of emi- 
nent physicians, I find that the body 
is almost five inches shorter than the 
body of Mrs. Gunness would be under 
the same circumstances.

In company with Kate Griffith, Mary 
Griffith, Carol Lytle, Emil teinhaus 
and Howard Lyon they were riding in 
a gasoline launch. A _ short distance 
above the dam at the Hartford Mill the 
gasoline gave out, and the engine went 
dead. Steinhous, who was running the 
engine, could not swim. 

Lyons, who is an expert swimmer, got 
out of the launch and tried to tow it 
to shore. He succeeded in heading the 
boat toward land, but the current took 
it over the dam. 

People living near the river heard the 
cries for help and hurried to the river. 
Lyons brought Mary Griffith and Caro] 
Lytle safely ashore and Kate Griffith 
floated down stream several hundred 
yards. She was rescued by Charles 
Shaw, who followed the floating body 
down the stream until it lodged then 
went in the river and brought the girl 
out alive. 

The body of Edith Webster has been 
found and the other three are being 
searched for. Hundreds of people are 
dragging the river.

World today completes 3% vears of own- 
ership and editorial direction by Joseph 
Pulitzer, and to celebrate that important 


anniversary the Pulitzer Bullding, front- 


ing City Hall Park, will be the scene to- 
Night of varied festivities. 

On May 10, 1883, Mr. Puiitzer purchased 
from Jay Gould the entire property of 
the World and set about immediately to 
regenerate and revive a newspaper that 
had fallen into decay and lack of public 
confidence. How effectually that pur- 
pose was carried out long has been dem- 
onstrated by the newspaper Itself. 

The anniversary celebration will have 
varied and interesting phases. Coin- 
cident with the date there has reached 
completion an enormous structural ad- 
dition to the Pulitzer Building that 
practically doubles its size. 

The growth of the newspaper has been 
So great that the towering building 
erected in 1889, and then thought te be 
sufficient for all time, has become far 
too small for accommodation of the vari- 
ous departments of publication. There- 
fore another Pulitzer building, 13 stories 
in height, has grown up swiftly in the 
rear of the old home and has become an 
integral part. of it.

Uptown Financiers Consider 
Plans for Absorbing All 
the Assets. 





Several uptown banks are consider- 
ing plans to take over the assets and 
liabilities of the Olive Street Bank, 
which has been closed by order of 
State Bank Examiner R. M. Cook. V. 
T. Moberly, special agent in charge of 
the bank’s affairs, said Saturday that 
no definite offer of reorganization had 
been made, and that until this is done 
the names of the banks weuld be with- 
held. 

By mortgaging his Washington ter- 
race mansion for $30,000, Dr. Pinckney 
French, who was’*president of the bank, 
has paid his $21,000 obligation to the 
bank. Jesse French paid a loan of 
$6000, and Mrs. Caplan, a.sister-in-law 
of Dr. French, has furnished additional 
indorsements on her note for $10,000 
borrowed from the bank. 

The bank now has and guaran- 
teed payments aggregating $160,000. The 
total demand deposits were $246,000, 
leaving about $86,000 to be paid in be- 
fore those liabilities can be discharged 
in full. In addition to this, there is 
about $73,000 of deposits on time. which 
need not be paid until certificates ma- 
ture. 

One director, who borrowed $20,000 
from the bank, has not yet paid, and 
the John Mortoy loan of $29,000, secured 
by Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. stock, 
is unpaid. 

Mr. Moberly Says he believes de- 
positors of the bank will be paid in 
full. Unless there is a reorganizatjon, 
as he thinks probable, it will be some 
time before this is accomplished.

EMPLOYED TO MAKE CASES. 

In the case of a St. Louis boarding house _re- 
cently raided by the police at midnight on the 
suspicion that it harbored disorderly characters 
it was developed that in the company of the offi- 
cers making the arrests was “a woman employed 
to make cases.” 

It would be interesting to know how extensive 
this practice has become in the Police Department 
and whether it has the approval of the command- 
ing officers. 

Next to a police force which engages in crimi- 
nal operations on its own account the worst 
thing in that line is a police force which tempts 
or employs other people to violate the laws. The 
courts do not always take cognizance of these 
misdeeds, but when they do they usually charac- 
terize them in the severest terms. 

While simulation and treachery are often ex- 
cused when practiced by detectives in pursuit of 
cunning and desperate criminals, they should 
have no place in the operations of the regular po- 
lice. The uniformed officer is assigned to his 
beat to guard life and property, to preserve or- 
der and to prevent crime. He cannot perform 
this duty if he gives his time to snooping. 

There is enough wrongdoing in the world, any- 
way, without employing a well-paid and highly- 
organized department of government to manufac- 
ture more of it. The best police officer is not 
necessarily the one who makes the most arrests 
and when it comes to such a pass that policemen 
promote crime rather than prevent it the conclu- 
sion must be that they lack preper direction. 

In the insiance particularly in view the em- 
ployment of “a woman to make cases” suggests 
more than it immediately reveals. How many 
women operate in this capacity? To what depths 
of villainy do they descend? How extensive is 
their field of operations? How high in the social 
scale do they reach? 

Women “employed to make cases” are not 
likely to be of a type/entitled either to credence 
or respect. Their occupation condemns them. 
Men of that character would not be tolerated in 
the police establishment. Can any good reason 
be given why degraded women should be “‘em- 
ployed”’ in a service which is supposed not to 
tolerate degraded men? 

Such practices as this rarely end where they 
begin. To excuse the employment of “a woman 
to make cases’’ against probable or possible of- 
fenders in one sphere of life is to encourage like 
methods in every sphere. Starting in overzeal 
and mistaken judgment, the idea may easily be 
extended to serve the malicious purposes of in- 
dividual piqye and craft. 

There ought to be an end of this custom at once. 
It is dangerous as well as disgraceful. It is not 
necessary to efficient police service. It is unlaw- 
ful. The first Judge who will denounce it in fit- 
ting terms and who will refuse to be a party to 
any proceedings having such foundations will de- 
serve well of the community.

SOCIAL _ INSINCERITY AND EMPTINESS. 

Truth convinces independently of its source. 
Mrs. J. L. D. Morrison’s censure of society is con- 
vincing not so much because it is the dicta of 
sovereignty as because it is critically accurate and 
just, measured by facts of common experience or 
observation. 

Purely or narrowly social intercourse, she points 
out, has become mechanical and perfunctory. The 
dropped or mailed visiting card, the telephone, the 
hired social secretary,.are typical. So, artificiality 
pervades customs, fashions, dress, adornment. Imi- 
tation jewels serve as well as real. 

Genuineness has given way to what is elabo- 
rate and ornate. Cost is the keynote of enter- 
tainments and display has killed the spirit of hos- 
pitality. Says she: “You never behold today the 
feasts we used to sit down to and there are no 
parties to equal in splendor and enjoyment those 
of the ‘old friends’ and home circle. clubs.” 

Yet the feast is doubtless as well prepared and 
as generous today—it is the flow of soul, of feel- 
ing, and the genuineness and simplicity of friend- 
ship that are lacking. 

Mrs. Morrison’s conclusion deserves quoting for 
its universal applicability: “The whole trouble 
with society can be summed up in the one word— 
insincerity. A love of outward display governs 
every action. People have become too fashionable 
to enjoy themselves and they do not know it— 
but they have lost the art of good living.”’ 

So that there appears to be no cause for envy 
for plain people not “in society,’ who content 
themselves with homelike simplicity and genuine 
friendships.

HERE is no word in our language 
T so impossible to define as the sim- 
ple, innocent-looking word which 
condenses within four letters the su- 
preme, soul-thrilling rapture of love. It 
baffles analysis and eludes definition, 
Many a.clever brain has been racked to 
no purpose to find its verbal equivalent. 
It has been called the “nectar of 
Venus,” “the seal of bliss,’’ “‘the balm 
of love,” “the artillery of love,’’ and 
“an insipid and tasteless morsel which 
becomes delicious in proportion as it is 
flavored with affection.”’ 

How pitifully inadequate such para- 
phrases are no one who has ever felt its 
unutterable meaning can deny. In fact, 
it is as hopeless to express in cold type 
the thrilling sweetness of a lover’s kiss 
as to reproduce in ink the rich splendors 
of a summer sunset. 

But, of course, there are kisses and 
kisses: and the feelings they express 


are as widely severed as the poles. There 


is, fer instanee, to select by a few from 
a countless variety—the cold, icy kiss 
which sends a shiver down the backbone 
and freezes the fount of affection as 
effectively as the chilling touch of the 
finger ef frost spreads a layer of ice 
over a meuntain tarn. There is the 
proud kiss—as an ung&llant Spanish 
writer says, ‘‘a pledge of eternal hatred 
like a woman's kiss,’’ and which, ac- 
cerding te anether writer, strikes ‘‘the 
recipient like an avalanche of snow.”’ 
There is the noisy kiss which “hail-fel- 
low-well-met’” people give witheut an 
fota of tenderness or feeling, a salute 
which Shakspeare thus describes: ‘‘And 
kissed her lips with such a clamorous 
smack that at the parting al) the church 
did echo.’ The spiteful kiss conceals 
venom within its affected sweetness; the 
leather kiss is as insipid as its name; 
while the frothy kiss, the persuasive 
kiss anu the spasmodic kiss are all alike 
poor counterfeits of the genuine article. 

The only kiss worthy of the name is 
the kiss of love which Gildow speaks 
of as “long, clinging, deep and impas- 
sioned,’’ and which is only faintly sug- 
gested by such a line as this: “‘A long, 
long kiss, the kiss of youth and love.” 
Each kiss becomes a heartquake, for a 
kiss’ strength must, I think, be reck- 
oned by its length. Moore says, ‘‘Grow 
to my lips, thou sacred kiss,” or in By- 
ron’s burning ‘words, ‘‘Glowing lips 
would meet as if in kisses to expire.”’

“Prices on the Stock Exchange went 
higher, perhaps in connection with ex- 
pectation of a large gain in bank re- 
serves. Most of the gains were frac- 
tional, but one or two stocks scored 
advances of a point or more. A fur- 
ther rise in foreign exchange was in- 
teresting. Sterling touched 487%, a rise 
of % since Monday. 

The bank statement showed a further 
increase in the surplus, but the gain 
in eash holdings was not up to ex- 
pectations. Yesterdays forecast was 
for $12,000,000 increase; the actual fig- 
ures today showed only a trifle over 
$9.000,00°. Had the banks financed the 
Pennsylvania bond subscription and the 
sale of city revenue warrants, increase 
in loans would have offset this addi- 
tion to the reserves. But the trust 
companies are shown to have taken 
§2,000,000 of the week’s new 
borrowings, and the actual bank figures 
at the close of the week show $6,300,000 
increase in surplus reserves. 

“It is usuaily easy to explain a pro- 
longed rise or fall in stocks after it
